Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 2, 7 and 8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The applicant's 1 .132 declaration filed on November 10, 2008 has obviated the 
rejections recited in the Office action dated July 9, 2008. JP (765) in view of Meyer et 
al. ('397) does not teach the ratio of acetylene to ethylene is in the range of 0.55 to 2.0 
as claimed in the instant claim 1. This ratio is critical in achieving desired carburizing 
results as demonstrated in the 1 .132 declaration. The claimed ratios would generate 
unexpectedly improved results in terms of carbon transfer efficiency and carbon by-

product formation. A further search for the references on record did not find any prior art 
which anticipates or renders obvious the claimed subject matter of the instant 
application alone or in combination.
